GISMONDA HURTS THE RING. 



The Monday sensation of the racing at Shef- 
field was a runaway race by Gismonda. The ease 
with which she left such speedy ones as Millie M 
and Serena made not only the spectators but 
the judges open their eyes. Her last race at 
Sheffield was a poor one, for with 94 pounds up 
she was last in a field of seven in a three- 
quarters of a mile race on June 22. Rubberneck, 
by Himyar, with 88 pounds, was the winner, 
and Gismonda showed no speed any part of the 
journey. At first this Gismonda was confused 
with the filly by Masterpiece— Gladys which has 
been running at Windsor, and as this one was 
described as by Himyar— Bra voura it was 
thought she might be a ringer. She was of 
course fully identified. The normal odds 



against her was 30 and 40 to 1, though at some 
times and in some corners 100 and 150 to 1 was 
offered against her. A few of the twenty-one 
books were gaffed deeply. 

The filly was cast off by C. T. Littlefield, one 
of the cleverest of turfmen, after falling sick 
last fall. A race between Prince Lief, who won 
by a nose,jvith Falling Water second, a neck 
before Gismonda, at Brooklyn September 23 
last, at five furlongs, in 1 :02% — fast for the track 
— is an index to her quaility. Littlefield thought 
her the best of the metropolitan fillies -and bet- 
ter than most of the colts. It is such as this 
that dolts in a ring lay 1(X) and 150 to 1 against. 
Worse still, they scream when financially pun- 
ished. 



The weather was fine, the track fast and the 
attendance good. The fields in the first three 
races were large. Two pronounced favorites. 
Woodland Belle, in the 2-year-old race backed 
down from 4 to 1 to 9 to 5, and Treachery, in the 
third event. In the mile race May Galop and 
Evanatus were equally favored. 

In the opening event Julie an outsider, after 
being cut off, worked her w'ay through the large 
field and won handily. 

In the maiden 2-year-old race Tully Coulter 
provided a good looking one in Woodland Belle, 
and she proved as good as she looked, winning 
in the fast time of 49 seconds. 

In the mile race May Galop made all the run- 
ning and won, but Mamie G pressed her hard at 
the finish. Prince fell and in doing so cut Eva- 
natus. 

In the last race Nicholas beat Full Measure 
handily.

He has 
grown and developed into a splendid big horse, 
and if not as smoothly made from the saddle 
back as some would have him, he is built for 
speed and carries himself like a champion. 
There was no betting against him as he had but 
the western colt Oracle and the local candidate 
Palmerston to beat. 

“Cover him up ^and take him home,” said 
Trainer Rowe, who did not want to see his pet 
stand about in the cold rain. There is a proba- 
bility that Requital will get another race or 
two before he goes to the post for the Realiza- 
tion Stakes on Saturday, July 11.
